The next procedure, aging, is very 
important with respect to the eating 
quality of the venison, The meat 
should be aged for three to seven me 
days at 32'-36' F, to improve the fla- 
vor and to permit enzyme activity to 


maximize tendemess. During the ag- 


ing process it is also recommended 
that the hide remain on the carcass to sizz] 


prevent water loss, 


After aging, the hide and as much 


fat as possible should be removed. 


The texture of the fat is similar to 
that of lamb. It is tallow-like and is 


sticky al room temperature. The fat 
also has a "wild" taste which some 
people don't like. After aging, the 
carcass is ready for cutting into eata- 
ble portions that should be double 
wrapped, using coated freezer wrap. 
The packages should be labeled, in- 
cluding the date and cut of meat, and 
frozen as quickly as possible. 

If you do not care to process your 
deer, you may choose any number of 
deer processing plants or butchers 
and have processing done for ap- 


which come from less active muscle 
groups (loin). The less tender cuts 
come from more active muscle 
groups (shoulder, shank, neck), 
The following are suggested 
thods of cookery for various cuts 
of venison, 

Methods for tender cuts (steaks, 
chops): 
Pan frying. Heat frying pan until 
ing hot. Add 2 tablespoons of 
butter, place meat in hot pan, sear on 
both sides (turning only once), re- 
duce heat slightly and finish cook- 


vegetables just before serving time 
so they will be tender. 

Braising. Season with salt and 
pepper, rub with flour and brown in 
hot fat. Add small quantities of wa- 
ter (about 1 cup), cover closely and 
cook slowly until tender. Turn meat 
occasionally, every 2-3 hours. 

Venison can and should be a meat 
product to be used, or af least sam- 


pled, by all. With the consumer's - 


constant concern for fat, the prospect 
for using venison as a meat source is 
becoming more than a possibility.

Million S$ Claim Filed Against County

On November 30, 1990, a notar- 
ized claim in the amount of 
$1,000,000.00 was filed with Coffee 
County on the behalf of James Col- 
lins Martin and Gayle Martin Co- 
Administrators of the estate of Sale- 
na Kaye Martin, deceased. 

The claim contained the follow- 
ing statement: 

"Salena Kay Martin was killed 

on September 16, 1990, in a 

hit-and-run automobile acci- 

dent on Highway 27 South, ap- 
proximately three miles south 
of Enterprise, Alabama. This 
accident occurred as officers 
of the Coffee County*Sheriff's 

Department were breaking up 

a gathering of young people at 

a private residence following 

complaints of noise at said res- 

idence. The Coffee County 

Sheriff's deputies failed to use 

reasonable care in exercising 

their duty as law enforcement 
officials by not taken any steps 

to warn motorists to proceed 

with caution as they ap- 

proached the scene, There was 


a congestion of vehicles and 
pedestrians on and near the 
road at the time of the acci- 
dent. Salena Kaye Martin was 
standing near the road unac- 
companied when she was 
struck and killed by a north- 
bound vehicle which had just 
topped the hill to the south of 
the scene. Ms. Martin's death 
was a result of the Coffee 
County Sheriff's deputies neg- 
ligently failing to carry out 
their duty." 
The claim was presented to the 
Coffee County Commission Chair- 


man Billy Eagerton who in turn for- 
warded it to the county liability insu- 
rance carrier, This was done on 
December 15, 1990. 

If the county's insurance carrier 
refuses to pay the claim, it is likely 
that a lawsuit will be filed against 
the county. 

Filing the claim on the Martins' 
behalf was Steadman §. Shealy, Jr. 
of the law offices of Buntin, Cobb & 
Shealy, P.A, located in Dothan, Ala- 
bama. 

Neither Sheriff Brice Paul or oth- 
er county officials were available for 
comment on the Martins’ claim.

Senator Foshee's Committee 
Assignments Are Good 


Veteran state Senator E. C., 
"Crum" Foshee has been named to 
Alabama State Senate, including the 
powerful Rules Committee which 
must approve all bills before they 
can be debated by the full Senate. 

Lt. Governor Jim Folsom. Jr. 
made the appointments January 15. 
Folsom presides over the Senate and 
makes all committee assignments. 

"Senator Foshee brings a working 
knowledge of all levels of state goy- 
ernment to the Senate," Lt, Gov. Fol- 
som said. "He is a proven leader 
who has a unique ability to bring 
both sides of an issue to the table 
and negotiate a compromise.” 

Sen, Foshee will serve as deputy 
chairman of the Senate Rules Com- 
mittee, and vice-chairman of the 
Senate Development and Tourism 
and the Energy and Natural Resourc- 
es committees, He also will serve as 
chairman of the Senate Confirma- 
tions Committee, which must ap- 
prove hundreds of appointments to 
boards and commissions. 

He is a member of the Com- 
merce, Transportation and Utilities 
Committee, the General Fund Sub- 
commitice of the Senate Finance and 
Taxation Committee, which will 
write the state operating budget. He 
also serves on the Banking and Insu- 
rance Committee, 

In addition, he is a member of the 


Local Legislation Committee, which 
must.approve all bills affecting indi- 
vidual counties before they are de- 
bated on by the whole senate. 

Senator Foshee represents Senate 
District 31 which is composed of 
Coffee, Covington and Escambia 
counties, 


the active military and Moore is re- 
tired from a Reserve unit. 

Retirees are eligible for recall to 
active duty for several years follow- 
ing their discharge. However, Moore 
noted that as a public official he 
would probably be exempted from 
service under current law. 

In addition to the above men- 
tioned potential problems for the city 
there are at least cight municipal em- 
ployees who would be of draft age if 
the draft was to be re-instated. 

Moore also noted that the gaso- 
line situation could become a prob- 
lem in a protracted war. He said he 
“remembered WWII and the ration- 
ing”. Also a real problem for the city 
could a big jump in gasoline prices. 
Moore said they must make plans to 
better utilize the vehicles, such as 
scheduling work to keep from run- 
ning from one side of town to the 
other and back. “We might even 
have to park some vehicles”, Moore 
said, 

Hanchey said that he has a plan of 
action if the four officers are lost to 
the military. He plans to work the re- 
maining seven officers on 12 hour 
shifts, four days on and three off. 

Moore said that if Reserve and 
NG people are called to duty, the 
city plans to do their best without 
trying to get the employees exemp- 
tions, “they joined and I feel they 
should pay their dues if asked,” 
Moore said. 

In a situation where all NG and 
Reserve units were called, retired 
military recalled and draft put into 


gans to tighten up nationally and lo- 
cally. 

Nearby Ft. Rucker officials have 
stepped up security procedures while 
increasing their training schedule to 
seven days a week, 

Both the National Guard and 
Army Reserve units in Elba have 
taken additional security measures at 
their facilities, 

According to 1SGT. Ruben Jones 
of the local guard unit, "We are now 
more aware of who goes and comes 
at the armory than we normally are." 

1SGT. Jones said that the local 
guard unit is not on any special alert 
to move out, but he said, "that could 
change at any time,"

President George Bush has signed 
the authorization allowing the mobil- 
izauon of up to one million reservist. 

In checking with the unit adminis- 
trator of the local Army Reserve 
Unit, David Turman, this newspaper 
was told that their status had not 
changed - the unit is not on any kind 
of alert status at this time, but he too 
said, "that could change at any 
time." 

The local reserve unit is a light 
equipment maintenance outfit, 

Turman stated that several mem- 
bers of the reserve detachment head- 
quartered in Dothan had volunteered 
for duty and are now serving in the 
Saudi desert, but no members of the 
local unit are presently there. 

The status of both the local guard 
and reserve units will continue to be 
monitored by this newspaper.

Arile Winston Summerlin, age 
57, of Route 2, Elba received a sen- 
tence of 20 years (10 years each on 
two separate charges) in prison from 
Circuit Judge Terry Butts, 

On January 9, 1991, a Coffee 
County jury of his peers found Wins- 
ton Summerlin guilty of sexual 
abuse in the first degree and assault 
in the second degree. He was also 
uied on the charge of arson in the 
first degree, but was found not 
guilty, 

Summerlin was arrested last June 
and charged with assault. He also 
faced a charge of arson in connec- 


Elba Band Gets $500 From 
Andalusia Firm and Pepsi 


In December, the Elba Marching 
Tiger Band received a check for 
$500.00 from Amoco Fabrics and 
Fibers Company of Andalusia, Ala- 
bama. 

A letier which accompanied the 
check stated that the Pepsi Company 
had, throughout the year, been very 
generous in providing Amoco- 
Andalusia Mills with drinks for their 
employee activities, Pepsi, instead of 


excepting payment for this service, 
told Amoco to donate the money to 
the Elba Band to be used toward the 
purchase of new uniforms. 

They further stated in the letter 
that they (Pepsi) hoped it would

curred in May of 1990 on Ann Sweet 
in Elba, Alabama, 

The sexual abuse charge was later 
added by a Coffee County Grand 
Jury on September 19, 1990, This re- 
sulted from a complaint by a 54 
year-old Opp woman who alleged 
that she was attacked by Summerlin, 

Judge Butts, in sentencing Sum- 
merlin on January 15, ordered that 
the sentences of 10 years on each 
charge run concurrently. In addition 
to the prison sentence, Summerlin 
was ordered to pay the court costs, 
$50 to the Crime Victim Compensa- 
tion fund and the state appointed at 
torney’s fees, 

Summerlin began serving his 
time in the slate penal sysiem but 
has appealed his case to the Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeals. He will 
remain in prison during the appeal 
process. 

The state was represented by As-

In the last 2 1/2 year, I've had 
the pleasure of working with an in- 
credible group of young people. | 
would like to express my thanks to 
them and all of uie people who sup- 
ported the Elba band program during 
my lime here.

The first year | worked here, as 
assistant director, I was fortunate to 
be part of several championship ef- 
forts and watch that band begin to 
learn about performing and family.

For the past three years I have 
seen the Coffee County Commission 
promise people living on mud roads, 
they are going to pave their roads. 

When I read the article in the 
newspaper of Mr. Eagerton's prom- 
ise to fix the road through Jeter Sub- 
division, I wondered just what kind 
of fixing he was talking about. It 
could not be paving - there hasn't 
been 10 miles of dirt roads paved in 
the last 10 years. He must be talking 
about taking more land from the land 
owners. Evidently, the Commission- 
ers need some more land and they do 
not intend to pay for it. 

More than three years ago a simi- 
lar promise was made to the people 
in the Sconiersville Community. The

road through this community has 
been in existence for about 100 
year...a long time for family mem- 
bers to pay taxes and get nothing in 
return but empty promises. 

When the last promise was made, 
we cooperated with the Commission 
They hauled away from 40 to 80 feet 
of every land owner's land for 2.6 
miles. In return we got a mud road 
mixed with gravel, this is not only 
impractical but dangerous. And, 
those that have had to travel the road 
have suffered personal damage. 

The Coffee County Commission 
handbook says money can be trans- 
ferred out of the taxus that are col- 
lected to build and maintain roads 
and bridges, if there is a surplus. 
How can there be a surplus when 
there are people all over the county 
that cannot safely get back and forth 
to their homes when the roads are 
wet, And yet, over $200,00 per year 
is transferred out of the "roads and 
bridge tax fund" and used for other 
purposes. What other purposes I 
want to know? 

Every time we address the Com- 
mission, the answer we get is, "We 
did make the promise, but we don't 
have the money to pave the road." 
(So how do they have it for the Jeter 
Subdivision?) 

Since this promise was made to 
our community, the seven Commis- 
sioners have increased their salaries 
by $2,000 per year bringing their 
part-time salaries to $14,600 per 
year and $18,600 for the chairman of 
the board. While most of us must 
work fulltime for 20 years in order 
to see retirement, the Commissioners 
can retire after 12 years of part-time 
work and receive approximately 
25% of their salary. We pay the 
Commissioners $106,600 a year for 
nothing, That is our tax money folks, 
now add to it the thousands of dol- 
lars they have handed themselves in 
retirement. Outrageous! To earn this 
type money they meet twice a 
month. 

The Coffee County Commission- 
ers are elected by the people, and as 
Public Officials, they have a duty to 
serve the people. Since they do noth- 
ing, they serve no purpose. In my 
opinion, they are nothing more than 
self serving individuals who survive 
at the tax payers expense. The posi- 
tions should be eliminated. 

In the interest of better govern- 
ment there is a group being formed

CONFESSING CHRIST 


“...if thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in 
thine heart that God hath 
raised Him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved. For 
with the heart man be- 
lieveth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confes- 
sion is made unto salva- 
tion” (Rom. 10:9,10). 

In these sublime words 
the Apostle Paul sets forth 
God’s simple plan of salva- 
tion. He calls it, in the 
preceding verse, “The word 
of faith, which we preach.” 

But often babes in Christ 
are urged to get to their 
feet in public testimony on 
the basis of the words: “If 
thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth . . . thou shalt be 
saved.” Thus new Chris- 
tians are given to feel that 
a heart faith is not enough 
to make them secure; that 
not until they have risen in 
public testimony are they 
saved and safe: 

Sui what, then, does the 
Apostle mean by these 
words? Does he not plainly 
say, “If thou shalt confess 
...thou shalt be saved?” 
Yes, but here again, as with 
so many other passages, a 
traditional meaning has 
beensuperimposed uponthe 
actual words of Scripture. 
What does the English 
word “confess” mean? Why, 
nothing more than to “ac- 
knowledge,” to “admit.” 
And this is exactly what 
the original Greek word 
means too, nor does Ro-

mans 10:9,10 say anything 
about confessing before 
men: 

The trouble is that the 
idea of confession has been 
changed to  profession— 
even public profession— 
and multituces have fol- 
lowed the tr dition of the 
fathers inste id of examin- 
ing the Wor! to see what 
it actually says. And-so 
“the Word of faith” has 
been corrupt ad. 

But does r.ot the Apostle 
clearly say ‘If thou shalt 
confess with thy mouth 
...thou shalt be saved?” 
Indeed! And he adds, “and 
shalt believe in thine heart!” 
Now let us ask: Is it with 
that physical organ which 
pumps blood into our veins 
that we believe on Christ 
as our Savior? Oh, no! You 
say that is merely a figure 
of speech; somehow the 
heart is associated with be- 
lieving. Exactly! Then you 
would insist that it is with 
the physical mouth we must 
confess! Can mutes not be 
saved then? 

As if anticipating the 
misinterpretation of his 
words, the Spirit-inspired 
Apostle adds: 

"For the Scripture saith, 
Whosoever believeth on 
Him shall not be ashamed 
....For whosoever shail call 
upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved” (Vers. 11, 
13). 

This is “the Word of 
Faith: which we preach-”

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Z.C. Bus Drivers Certified

Bus drivers in Coffee County are re 
quired to have their license recertified 
every year. In order for recertification, 
the bus drivers have to take one four 
hour course, The course includes watch 
ing films and listening to lectures 

Beginning in 1992, bus drivers will 
be required to pass a knowledge and 
skills test. This came into effect on Octo- 
ber 26, 1986, when Congress passed the 
Commercial Motor Vehicle Safety Act 
of 1986, which requires all public school 
bus drivers to have a commercial drivers 
licence (CDL) 

After the bus drivers pass the re 
quired knowledge tests, they take the 
CDL skills test. There are three types of 
CDL skills test: the pre-trip inspection 
test, the basic control skills test, and the 
road test. The purposes of the pre-trip in- 
spection is to see if the driver knows 
whether the vehicles is safe to drive. The 
purpose of the basic control skills test is 
to evaluate the driver's basic skills in 
controlling the vehicle, The test consists 
of various exercises marked by lines, 
traffic cones, or something similar. The 
exercises may include moving the vehi 
cle forward, backing, and turning manecu 
vers, The purpose of the road test is to 
evaluate the driver's ability to drive safe 
ly in a Variety of on-the-road situations 
lhe test drive is taken over a route speci- 
fied by the examiner. It may include left

King, Jr. Peace and Justice Service held 
at the Davis Theatre for the Performing 
Arts in Montgomery.

call for unity and togetherness; 4. to 
awaken our national pride and the essen- 
tial goodness of our people and the 
American Revolution which enriched 
our moral purnose as a nation. 

The presiding speaker for the service 
was the Honorable Alvin Holmes, an Al-

abama State Representative. The pro- 
gram began with the posting of colors by 
the Maxwell/Gunter Air Force Base Col- 
or Guards, Then there were greetings 
from dignitaries such as Mrs. Lillian 
Jackson, NAACP State President, Mr. 
Gene Anderson, and Reverend Dr. Rich- 
ard Deats, National Chairman for the 
Peace and Justice Commission Next the 
crowd applauded the expressions of Miss 
America Majorie Vincent which in sum- 
mary was for us to take advantage of the 
many opportunities we now have be- 
cause of the works of Dr. King and other 
like him. She also played a part of the 
piece she performed in the Miss America 
Pageant. Then Dr. Bernard LaFayette, 
Jr., Chairman of the State Peace and Jus- 
ttce Commission, introduced the keynote 
speaker, the Honorable John Lewis. Mr. 
John Lewis is a member of the United 
States Congress. Mr. Lewis spoke of the 
many times he had shared with Dr. King 
listening to him preach, marching, and 
even sitting in jail. Mr. Lewis also ex- 
pressed his feelings concerning Opera- 
tion Desert Shield by saying he had long 
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since laid his burdens down by the river 
side and he wouldn't study war anymore. 
He then said that he knew Dr. King 
would share his opinion and that if Dr. 
King was alive today he would’ be work- 
ing against war, 

After Mr. Lewis' address Mr. Lloyd 
Davis, executive director for the Martin 
Luther King Federal Holiday Commis- 
sion, presented the Honorable Alvin 
Holmes with an award for his work for 
civil rights, 

The next part of the ceremony was a 
march to the Civil Rights Monument 
lead by the Selme to Atlanta Relay Run- 
ners. When we reached the Dexter Ave- 
nue King Memorial Church we paused 
for a moment to kneel in prayer. We then 
continued on to the Civil Rights Monu- 
ment. Here again we heard greetings 
from more dignitaries such as Council- 
man Joe L. Reed and Commissioner 
John Knight.

Recent changes in school immuniza- 
tion regulations now require students at- 
tending the sixth and twelfth grades to 
present their school on or before Febru- 
ary 1, 1991, documentation to show, that 
they have received two doses of measles 
containing vaccine, All students attend- 
ing kindergarten, sixth, and the twelfth 
grade for the.1991-92 school year will be 
required to present such document on or 
before school entry. 

To assist students in obtaining this 
second dose.the Coffee County Health 
Department will be holding a clinic at 
Zion Chapel High School on Tuesday, 
January 29, 1991, starting at 9:30 a.m. 
and ending at 10:35 a.m. There will be 
no charge for the vaccine and a "Certifi- 
cation of Measles Immunity" will be 
filled out by the clinic staff and automat- 
ically presented for filing at the school. 
Without this certificate, students will not 
be allowed to attend school after Febru- 

‘ary 1. 
It has been discovered that the dosage 
given to children at a young age is not 
sufficient enough to control the outbreak 
or epidemic of measles on college cam- 
puses. Even though measles is thought to 
be a childhood disease, it has been found 
to have a long term effect. This vaccina- 


Measles is the most serious of the 
common childhood diseases. Usually it 
causes a rash, high fever, cough, runny 
nose, and watery eyes lasting one to two 
weeks. Sometimes it is more serious. It 
causes an ear infection or pneumonia in 
nearly one child out of every one ten 
children who get it. Approximately one 
child out of every one thousand who get 
measles has an inflamation of the brain. 
This can lead to convulsions, deafness, 
or mental retardation. About two chil- 
dren in every ten thousand who get mea- 
sles die from it. 

Mumps is a common disease of chil- 
dren, Usually it causes fever, headache, 
and inflammation of the salivary glands, 
which causes the cheeks to swell. Some- 
times it is more serious. It causes a mild 
inflammation of the coverings of the 
brain and spinal cord in about one child 
in every ten who get it. 

Rubella is also called German mea- 
sles. It is a common disease of children 
and may also affect adults. Usually it is 
very mild and causes a slight fever, rash, 
and swelling of glands in the neck. The 
sickness lasts about three days. 

The MMR vaccines are given by in- 
jection and are very effective. Ninety 
percent or more of people who get the

A Winter Warning

A WINTER WARNING 

Serving soups and bouillons can 
warm a person who has, come in 
from the bitter winter weather. But 
beware of bacteria growing in a 
crockpot that takes too long to cool 
down. 

There are two ways to cool liquid 
foods in volume. One is to reduce 
the food depth to four inches or less 
and refrigerate uncovered until cold. 
The other is to use an ice and water 
bath. In both instances you should 
check the temperature of the soup or 
sauce frequently to assure yourself 
it's cooling quickly enough. It should 
drop to 40 degrees Fahrenheit in two 
hours or less. 

Here are the steps for using the 
ice and water method: Place the con- 
tainer of hot food in a large sink with 
the drain closed. Pour ice into the 
sink to the level of hot food inside 
the container and add cold water to 
the ice. Stir food often for even cool- 
ing. Use a metal stem thermometer 
to make a frequent check of the tem- 
perature. As the ice melts, add more, 
When you have reduced the temper- 
ature to 40 degrees within the two 
hour limit, transfer the food to the re- 
frigerator. 

If the food isn't cooling quickly 
enough, divide it into two contain- 
ers. Cool these in separate ice baths, 
or revert to the shallow pan method. 
Shallow pans should also be used if 
the soup is too dense to stir, like a 
thick chowder, 

Cooling masses of food is time 
consuming no matter which method 
you use, But it's essential you pay at- 
tention to the process to avoid food 
poisoning. Inadequate cooling is the 
number one cause of foodborne ill- 
ness in the U.S. 

WATER 
Water makes up three-fourths of 


your body weight. You need water 
to regulate you body temperature, 
for proper kidney function and for 
every reaction that takes place in 
your body. 

SPATTERING 


Spatter painting, the art of flick- 
ing specks of paint onto a surface to 
add color, can be achieved by the 
do-it-yourself painter. 

When spattering small surfaces, 
use a stiff bristled brush. Use a paint 
atomizer for large surfaces. Use di- 
luted latex paint when using either 
applicator, Gradually dilute the latex 
paint with water and practice spatter- 
ing until you find a consistency that 
is comfortable with which to work. 
When using a brush, to maintain 
control of the paint spray don't load 
the bristles with too much paint. Run 
your index and middle fingers across 
the bristles while aiming at the sur- 
face. 

Even though latex paint is water- 
based and can be removed from your 
hands with soap and water, it may 
take days to remove all the paint. It 
may be wise to wear thin, surgical- 
type gloves, or those recommmeded 
at a well-stocked store. A paint ato- 
mizer, also available at most well- 
stocked paint stores, will have to be 
cleaned periodically to prevent clog- 
ging. 

Spatier painting is usually done 
with at least two, and sometimes 
three colors, Some color combina- 
tions include: black, gray and a little 
bit of white; or pink and gray and 
white (both combinations using a 
white base coat.) 

Experiment with all aspects of 
paint (consistency, color and appli- 
cators) before beg ginning you spatter- 
ing project.

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RURAL COFFEE COUNTY TO GET AT LEAST FIVE DRY FIRE HYDRANTS 


Shortage of funds forecast sends commission scurrying

At the present time, it appears 
that Coffee County will be short by 
approximately $125,000 when the 
first installment on the new county 
jail comes due. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose, prior 
to Monday's commission meeting, 
had asked the county administrator, 
Wilson Mobley, to obtain the figures 
on how much revenue the $35 addi- 
tion to all court costs would produce 
with in a year's time. 

The $35 increase in all court costs 
was approved by the people of Cof- 
fee County in last year's general 
election. Revenue collected from 
this source is to be used in funding 
the new county jail presently under 
construction in New Brockton. 

Mobley's research revealed, that 
based on the past five months collec- 
tion history, the projected revenue 
that will be collected in twelve 
months from the increased court cost 
is $115,000. 

Coffee County's yearly obligation 
to retire the bond issue funding the 
new county jail is $240,000 for the 
next twenty years. 

Based on the information above, 
Dubose said, "It appears that it's (the 
$35 court cost increase) not going to 
work!" 

"I would asked that the commis- 
sion pass a resolution asking our leg- 
islative delegation to pass a 1/2¢ 
sales tax," said Dubose. 

"It's certainly not the political 
thing to do, but I think it's the best 
thing for Coffee County," he said. 

Coffee County's legislative dele- 
gation consists of State Representa- 
tive Jimmy Holley and State Senator 
E. C. "Crum" Foshee 

Originally, the commission had 


enacted a 1/2¢ sales tax to tund the 
new jail, but this was later repealed 
after the circuit courts ruled that the 
commission did not have the authori- 
ty to enact the tax. The legality of 
the tax was contested in the courts 
by a group of "concerned citizens”, 

The lower court's decision is pres- 
ently on appeal to the Alabama State 
Supreme Court. 

The commissioners rejected Du- 
bose's resolution, but they did agree 
that they should request a mecting 
with Representative Holley and Sen- 
ator Foshee to discuss their dilemma. 

Coffee County Engineer Mark 
Pool also presented a "gloomy" fi- 
nancial picture for the commission- 
ers. He said, "Things are not looking 
good. If the present trend continues, 
it appears we'll be short approxi- 
mately $161,000 of our budgeted in- 
come.” 

Pool stated that the flood damage 
repair is costing considerably more 
than FEMA (Federal Emergency 
Management Agency) has allowed. 
He attributed a portion of this addi- 


‘ tional cost to the increased in the 


price of gasoline and diesel fuel. 

"If things do not turn around,” 
Pool said, "there will be a severe cut- 
back in the highway department af- 
ter the flood work is complete." He 
estimated this work to be completed 
by July Ist, "hopefully". 

The commissioners agreed, upon 
Pool's request, to transfer $40,000 
from the debt retirement fund to the 
heavy equipment repair fund. Re- 


pairs costs have already exceeded’ 


the estimated amounts. 

In addition to all of the above, 
Pool told the commissioners, "We 
have 220 miles of paved roads, old 
farm-to-market roads, that need re- 
surfacing now, but the funds are just 
not there!" 

In concluding his report to the 


commissioners, he told them that the 
drug testing program for county em- 
ployees needs to. be completed, 

"We can spot test new employees, 
but we can't old employees - this 
needs to be changed," Pool said. 

Byron Herring, president of the 
Coffee County Firefighters’ Associa- 
tion, and Bruce Bowden with the Al- 
abama Forestry Commission were 
present at Monday's commission 
meeting. 

The purpose of their visit was to 
discuss the installation of five dry 
hydrants in rural areas of Coffee 
County. 

A dry hydrant is a non- 
pressurized pipe system permanently 
installed in an existing lake, pond, 
stream, or river. These hydrants are 
for fire protection in rural areas 
where city or community water sys- 
tems do not exist. 

Bowden told the commission that 
the State of Alabama and the Appa- 
lachian Regional Commission have 
provided funds to purchase enough 
pipe and materials to construct at 
least five dry hydrants in all 67 Ala- 
bama counties. The cost of each hy- 
drant is estimated to be approximate- 
ly $500. 

The county was asked to assist in 
the installation of these "dry hy- 
drants" by providing a back-hoe and 
operator, one load of gravel, and that 
the county engineer inspect the in- 
stallation, 

Both Herring and Bowden felt 
that this measure would provide im- 
proved fire protection for life and 
property in rural Coffee County. 
Also, reduction in some rural resi- 
dents' insurance premiums might 
possibly be realized. 

Proposed sites for dry hydrants in 
Coffee County are: Coffee County 
Lake to serve the Elba Fire Dept., 
Lake Hullon which will serve Bat-
